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The^applicant has amended claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 9, 11, 13, 15, 17 and 18. The Examiner will have to reconsider the prior art in view of these 
amendments. The Examiner will also have to consider the amendments in light of any 1 1 2 issues. 

The applicant's request for reconsideration is not persuasive. The applicant is arguing that the difference between the prior art and the 
applicant's invention is that while Arbuckle may be configured to receive or accept a notice of death, the central depository does not do so 
based on the input of an operator at the death notice accepting section of the public office. It is not clear what applicant is claiming as the 
novelty of the invention. Applicant states that even if the central depository of Arbuckle were provided with a human operator, the 
proposed modification does not meet the recitation of "an operator at the death notice receiving section of a public office." Is the location 
of the operator, ie, the operator being located at the death notice accepting section of a public office, the novelty of applicant's invention? 
If so, the Examiner does not find this argument persuasive. 
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
